Report  of  the  School  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Kensington : 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  last  school  year,  we  can 
but  feel  pleased  with  the  good  progress  made  in  each 
of  our  three  schools.  There  have  been  no  interruptions 
from  weather  or  other  causes,  and  so  have  advanced 
steadily. 

There  is  some  irregular  attendance  at  both  the  West 
and  North  schools,  and  this,  of  course,  holds  back  these 
pupils  as  well  as  disturbs  the  work  of  the  teacher.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  remedied,  but,  as,  so  far, 
we  have  been  unable  to  fill  the  office  of  Truant  Officer, 
this  unpleasant  task  has  fallen  upon  our  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Towle,  who  has  done  his  best  upon  this  as  well  as 
all  other  school  matters,  in  which  he  seems  to  take  a  per- 
sonal interest. 

We  have  a  new  teacher.  Miss  Edna  Crane,  at  the  North 
School,  who  comes  to  us  well  recommended,  and  who 
seems  to  be  fulfilling  expectations  with  the  parents  as 
well  as  the  school  board. 

At  the  North  School  there  are  still  some  small  repairs 
to  be  made,  plastering  and  tinting  the  walls,  etc.  With 
this  exception,  the  three  buildings  are  now,  I  believe, 
in  excellent  condition,  and  satisfactory  to  state  require- 
ments. And  so  it  would  seem  that  for  some  years  at 
least,  a  small  amount  only  will  need  to  be  raised  each 
year  for  general  repairs. 

At  the  West  School,  the  building  was  shingled,  and  the 
old   shed  remodelled  into  a  new  wood-shed   and  toilets, 
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connected  by  passage-ways  with  the  school-room.  These 
miprovements  are  appreciated  by  teacher  and  pupils 
and  the  work  was  accomplished  within  the  appropriation. 
Mrs.  Hodgdon  is  doing  as  well  here  as  possible. 

Miss  Robie's  good  work  is  well  known  at  the  East 
School  and  need  not  be  further  commented  upon. 

There  were  enrolled  last  September,  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  sixteen,  86  pupils,  38  girls,  and  48  boys. 

I  think  it  is  the  belief  of  many  in  town  that  if  we  had 
a  central  school,  it  would  do  away  with  sending  so  many 
children  out  of  town  to  school,  and  it  is  not  generally 
understood,  that  in  these  towns  where  a  central  school 
is  maintained,  this  only  takes  care  of  those  in  the  inter- 
mediate and  Junior  High  years,  or  through  the  eighth 
grade.  For  the  High  School  course,  (above  the  eighth 
grade)  they  still  would  have  to  go  out  of  town  to  school. 
I  visited  and  inspected  two  of  these  schools  this  last  year. 
The  building  cost,  of  course,  is  enormous,  and  the  running 
expense,  very  great,  as  heating,  lighting  and  water  plants 
have  to  be  maintained  as  well  as  the  regular  teachers 
and  janitor.  Another  teacher  for  Junior  High  subjects 
and  transportation  of  scholars  would  be  added  expenses. 
I  am  convinced  that  the  expense  would  be  much  greater 
than  our  present  system.

Report  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kensington,  N.  H.: — 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  third  report  as 
superintendent  of  our  schools. 

We  were  fortunate  last  year  in  being  able  to  retain 
our  teachers  throughout  the  year  at  uninterrupted  work. 
The  previous  year's  work  had  been  seriously  broken  by 
a  series  of  untoward  circumstances  at  the  West  School, 
and  we  were  obliged  to  lose  for  a  considerable  time  Miss 
Robie's  valuable  services  in  the  East  School.  We  re- 
joice in  her  return  to  last  year's  work  which  I'm  sure 
was  one  of  the  hardest  she  has  ever  done.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  she  has  never  had  better  results.  The  records  just 
made  in  High  School  by  those  who  in  June  finished  her 
eighth  grade  are  very  commendable  and  bear  witness  to 
her  long  faithful  service.  Mrs.  Hodgdon  brought  stability, 
experience  and  common  sense  to  the  West  School  where 
during  the  whole  year  her  tact  and  patience  were  put 
to  the  test  in  matters  of  trying  discipline.  The  North 
School  as  taught  by  Miss  Holmes  ^was  a  decided  success. 
Her  sympathetic  spirit,  her  firm  yet  kind  discipline  and 
her  professional  progressiveness  were  most  commend- 
able. I  am  aware  that  it  seems  apparent  to  you  that 
we  had  not  many  problems  last  year.  We  did  have 
them,  but  we  tried  to  solve  them  together  and  I  acknowl- 
edge publicly  my,  appreciation  of  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  all  the  teachers. 
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Improvements  on  School  property  last  year  were  well 
made,  timely  and  worth  while.  The  West  vSchool  build- 
ing is  sanitary,  safe  and  comfortable.  The  gravel  graded 
around  the  steps  of  the  East  School  adds  much  to  the 
comfort  of  pupils  there,  especially  to  the  smallest  ones. 

We  have  just  finished  the  first  half  of  the  present  year. 
Miss  Edna  Crane  is  filling  Miss  Holmes's  place  most  ac- 
ceptably in  the  North  School  and  Miss  Robie  and  Mrs. 
Hodgdon  are  continuing  their  good  work  of  last  year. 
In  September  last,  I  assembled  all  the  teachers  at  the 
West  School  to  outline  and  emphasize  what  we  hoped 
to  do  with  our  program  of  studies,  especially  in  reading, 
writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic,  in  the  care  and  sanitation 
of  our  school  building  and  in  care  of  the  health  of  our 
pupils.  I  have  just  finished  a  series  of  standardized 
tests  in  the  fundamental  school  subjects  which  show  good 
results  of  teaching,  considering  that  we  are  only  half 
way  through  the  year.  Since  September  I  have  not  found 
an  untidy  building  nor  a  mark  in  or  on  a  building  where 
it  should  not  appear.  More  care  of  ventilation  and 
lighting  has  been  given  by  all  the  teachers  than  in  any 
previous  year.  Our  teachers  do  much  more  than  hear 
recitations.  I  wish  all  our  citizens  might  visit  the  schools 
between  twelve  and  one  o'clock — a  critical  time  in  every 
rural  school.  Mrs.  Hodgdon  volunteers  to  provide  a 
place  in  her  home  where  all  her  pupils  may  eat  their  luncheon 
and  has  helped  much  in  the  preparation  of  some  hot  ad- 
dition to  it.  In  the  ather  two  schools  the  pupils  pre- 
pare, arrange  3.nd  eat  their  luncheons  in  an  orderly 
way  and  then  care  for  the  room  as  they  would  do  in  any 
well  ordered  dining  room. 

We  have  some  notably  bad  examples  of  tardiness  and 
irregularity  of  attendance  which  continue  to  discredit 
the   district.     They   should   not   be   endured   longer.     In 
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the  last  two  years  you  have  searched  dihgently  to  find 
some  one  willing  to  serve  as  an  attendance  officer,  who  by 
a  half  dozen  visits  to  a  few  houses,  where  going  to  school 
is  apparently  the  last  thing  thought  of,  could  abolish 
this  dilatory  spirit.  I  hope 'this  public  statement  will 
aid  you  in  your  search. 

We  should  have  a  new  stove  at  the  North  School,  for 
the  present  one  is  worn  out  and  is  a  menace  to  safety. 
When  the  new  one  is  installed  I  recommend  that  it  be 
jacketed  and  placed  in  a  position  in  the  room  where  cold 
incoming  air  may  be  better  heated  and  fuel  be    saved. 

Attention  of  all  parents  is  called  to  Table  IV  and  the 
co-operation  of  parents,  teachers  and  all  interested  per-» 
sons  is  urged,  to  the  end  that  we  may  eliminate  a  great 
number  of  the  physical  defects  which  now  handicap  so 
many  of  our  pupils. 

My  thanks  for  the  numerous  instances  of  your  co- 
operation and  cordial  support  are  due  and  are  most  gladly 
given.
